These 
citieSof the past—capitals of Anangpal I and Anangpal II; 
ihe town built by Prithviraj; the capital of Qutb-ud-din; 
Siri, the city built by Ala-ud-din Khilji; Tughlaqabad, Jahan- 
panah and Firozabad, the three towns founded by the 
Tughlaqs; and the town of Sher Shah together with Shah- 
jahanabad, Shah Jahan's beautiful city of marble palaces 
and fine bazaars, famous mosques and the historic city wall 
—form a fitting background to the modern capital of the 
Republic of India. 

It is not without reason that the city has been the capi- 
tal of the country since time immemorial. Strategically - 
situated on the bank of the river Yamuna, Delhi has always 
been the gateway to the rich Gangetic plains and has com- 
manded the roads to all parts of India. Even today it is 
the centre of the land and air-routes in the country, and is 
also linked with the big cities of the world as it lies on the 
direct East-West air-routes. 

Planned by Sir Edward Lutyens and Sir Herbert Baker, 
the modern city of New Delhi was formally opened in 1931. 
In its layout New Delhi happily relates some of the great 
monuments of the past with those of the present. For ex- 
ample, at one end of the central vista lies the Purana Qila, 
| built on the oldest known historical site in Delhi, and at the 
other rises the Rashtrapati Bhavan, the official residence of 
the President of Indiar “Atea, the roads and squares of the 
new city have been named afer the heroes of India's his- 
tory and culture. С = 

A refreshing feature of New Delhi is its long, tree-lined 
roads. One rarely comes across such avenues in any other 
city of northern India. In spring the roads are ablaze with 
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the flaming gulmohur and the yellow laburnum. The 
jacaranda and the margosa are by contrast mellow and cool. 
Thanks to these trees, India's capital city has nothing of the 
urban look that so often makes cities drab. These trees 
retain their luxuriant foliage late into summer and offer

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The Red Fort, one of the principal tourist attractions 
in Delhi, was according to Fergusson “the most magnificent 
palace in the East هه سه‎ in the world”.

MM broad bazaar is a mile long and runs from Red Fort 
to Fatehpuri Mosque. It was the main thoroughfare in 
the days of Shah Jahan and the later Mughal emperors and 
is still an important shopping centre. In those days, a 
channel from the Yamuna canal used to flow through the 
midde of the street but it was filled up in 1910 A.D. Chandni 
Chowk has been the venue of many a historical event. It 
was here that Shah Jahan rode in pomp; Dara Shikoh, the 
eldest son of Shah, Jahan and the Crown Prince, was led 
though the bazaar as a prisoner at the command of his vic- 
torious brother, Aurangzeb; it was from the Golden Mosque, 
near the present Police Station, that Nadir Shah gave orders 
for the massacre of the citizens of Delhi; and it was here 
that Ahmad Shah Abdali, the foreign invader, Madhorao 
Scindia, the Maratha chief from the South, and Ghulam 


Qadir, the Rohilla adventurer, proclaimed their triumph 
over the rulers of Delhi.

Gandhiji’s Samadhi 


Situated between Old and New Delhi at Rajghat is the 
spot where the remains of Mahatma Gandhi were cremated 
on January 31, 1948. A garden has been laid out agaund 
the Samadhi. Special prayers are held here on the evening 
of every Friday, the day Gandhiji died. Prayers are also 
held on October 2 (Gandhiji’s birthday) and January 30 
(Gandhiji’s death aniversary) every year. 


Asoka’s Pillars and Ferozshah Kotla. 


There are two pillars of Asoka in Delhi. The one on 

the Ridge, near Subzimandi, was brought by Ferozshah

at Ferozshah Kotla, the fortress-palace built by Ferozshah 
Tughlaq in 1354 A.D. It was brought from Topra in Ambala 
District by the same king and erected here. This pillar is 
46 feet 3 inches high and bears in Brahmi characters the 
seven edicts of Asoka. 


Purana Qila 


This ruined fort stands, as the tradition goes, on the 
site of the ancient city of Indraprastha. Indraprastha was 
the capital of the Pandavas, the heroes of the epic Maha- 

| bharata. The construction of Purana Qila was begun by 
Humayun in 1530 A.D. and was completed by Sher Shah 
Suri, the Afghan noble who defeated Humayyn in 1540 A.D. 
and became the next emperor of Delhi. e 

The fort is two miles in circumferen*s. The city of 
Delhi during the time of Suri stretched", to Ferozshah 
Kotla where a gateway to the city still stan is. This gate 
is now called Khooni Darwaza because of the executions 
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that took place here in 1857. Inside the Purana Qila is the 
Qila--Kuhna Masjid (also known as Sher Shah’s Mosque) 
which was built in 1541 A.D. This mosque is an excellent 
example of Indo-Afghan architecture. The pointed arch, 
а Muslim feature, is combined with brackets that are 
essentially Hindu in style. Another edifice worthy of note 
within the Qila is a double-storeyed octagonal building 
known as Sher Mandal which was used by Humayun as his 
library. Coming down the steep steps of this building one 
evening Humayun slipped and sustained injuries to which 
he succumbed three days later. A step which is now broken 
is said to be the one from which he fell. 


Humayun's Tomb, 


Emperor Humyun’s tomb, after which the Taj Mahal 
at Agra is said #7 ћаүе been modelled, was built in 1565 A.D. 
by his wife. F Aida Banoo Begum, who is also buried in 
one of the chambers of this mausoleum. 


This tomt} is the first great examp!s of Mughal architec- 
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ture. Beautifully proportioned, this impressive structure is 
built of red sandstone and has a central dome of white 
Te see. 11 stands on a large vaulted stone platform 125 feet 
long orach side and is surrounded by a well-planned gar- 
den with paved pathways, ornamental watercourses and 
cypress avenues. The platform base, the trellis-work in 
sandstone, the park-like enclosure and the gateways in the 
perimeter walls are characteristically Mughal and are not 
to Be found in any of the earlier buildings. 

To the student of Indian history this tomb is reminiscent 
of several tragic incidents. In one of the vaults is the grave 
of Dara Shikoh wHo was put to death by his younger brother, 
Aurangzeb. In two other vaults lie the ,remains of 
Farrukhsiyar and Alamgir II, two later Mughal emperors, 
who were murdered by discontented grandees. It was here

that Bahadur Shah, the last Mughal emperor, sought refuge 
during ‘the Sepoy War of 1857, but he was captured by the 
British and thus Mughal rule in India came to an end-* 
From the top of this building one can have a “ine view 
of the river Yamuna, the Jama Masjid, the Qu*'; Minar and 


many other interesting structures that lie scattered in the 
vicinity.

Isa Khan's Tomb 


On the road to Humayun's tomb lies the tomb of Isa 
Kuranwhich is known better for its distinctive architecture 
than for Не nobleman who lies buried in it. The tomb was 
built in 1547 A.D., and is “the last true example of the Lodi 
style of architecture", the main features of which are an 
octagonal building with an enclosing verandah and a 
heiiispherical dome surrounded by eight smaller domes. 


Safdar Jang's Tomb 


Safdar Jang, а Mughal grandee, was the second Nawab 
of Oudh and for several years the wazir of the,Mughal em- 
peror Ahmad Shah П. His tomb, situated near the 
Willingdon Aerodrome, was built in 1753 A.D: Devoid of the 
vitality that characterizes the earlier buildings, it is an 
example of the last phase of Mughal architecture.

The group of tombs situated in the Lodi Park are those 
ef the last Pathan Kings of Delhi (1450-1526 A.D.). They 
represent the Lodi style of Indian architecture. 


Hauz Khas 


Lying west of the Delhi-Qutb road, this ‘royal’ tank 
was originally constructed by Ala-ud-din Khilji for the 
purpose of providing water to Sirj, his new city. It was the 
favourite resort of Firozshah Tughlaq who founded a 
madarssa (college) at its south-east corner and finally chose 
this spot for his last resting place. Timur-Lang, the con- 
queror from Central Asia, was also atiracted to this tank 
and camped here after his victory over the Sultan of Delhi

in 1398 A.D. cm 

The buildings at Hauz Khas have 5! Mg square pillars, 
comparatively few arches and hardly an; uecoration—the 
typical features of the Tughlaq style of architecture. 
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Qutb Minar 
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The Qutb Minar, 238 feet high, is the highest stpne/ 
tower in India. It was completed in about 1199 A 3y 
Qutb-ud-din Aibek and was probably meant to be 5 tower 
of victory. Later, іп 1370 A.D., it was repaired Sy Firozshah 
Tughlaq. The tower consists of five storeys separated 
by projecting balconies and decorated with panels inscribed, 
in Arabic. The first balcony is 95 feet above the ground. ghe 
diameter at the base of the tower is 47 feet 3 inches and 
at the top about 9 feet. The first three storeys are of red 
sandstone and are ribbed. The upper two storeys, perhaps 
the work of Ferozshah Tughlag, are of marble; they are 
smooth andsshorter than the lower ones. The top of the 
tower is reached by a flight of 379 steps and commands د‎ 
panoramic view of Delhi. 

Close by are the unfinished remains of the Alai Minar, 
originally intended to be twice the size of the Qutb Minar. 
Its construction was undertaken by Ala-ud-din Khilji but 


the project had to be abandoned half-way on account of his 
death, ~= 


Quwwat-ul-Islam Mosque 


Only a few yards from the Qutb Minar lies the Quwwat- 
ul-Islam mosque. According to a Persian inscription on an 
archway, it was built by Qutb-ud-din Aibek in 1193 A.D. 
He used pillars from twenty seven Hindu edifices to 
complete the stucture. This accounts for the rich carving 
and the ornate characters of the building. The pointed 
arches, which are really a series of corbels, and the floral 
carvings on them are evidently the workmanship of Hindus. 

After Qutb-ud-din’s death, Sultan Iltutmish expanded 
the mosque and ‘built more arches with geometrical designs 
carved on them by »@rkmen brought from Afghanistan and 
Persia. These sees can be distinguished from the older 
ones which Hex)” floral motifs executed by local Hindu 
craftsmen, 
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 Ala-ud-din Khilji also tried to enlarge the mosque and 
b Alai Darwaza but was unable to complete.his plan. 

In“he north-west corner of the mosque lies the tomb 
of Sultan "tutmish. It is regarded аз the second oldest 


° tomb in India, the first being that of his son who died in 


1228 A.D. 
To the south of the mosque lie the ruins of a madarssa 


(college) built by Ala-ud-din Khilji who is believed to have 
been buried in one of these buildings. 


The Iron Pillar 


In the courtyard of the Quwwat-ul-Islam Mosque stands 
the famous Iron Pillar of Chandravarman, the Hindu king 
of Pushkaran (or the modern Pakhrana near Udaipur, 
Rajasthan). 11 is a solid shaft of wrought iron about 16 
inches in diameter and 23 feet 8 inches in height from the 
ground. The purity of the iron (99.97 per cent) accounts 
for the absence of rust despite its exposure to sun and rain 
for over 1500 years. It bears an inscription of the Gupta 


period which tells of the victories and glories of Chandra-

Tughlaqabad 


Ghiyas-ud-din Tughlaq, a soldier of fortune and 2i 
founder of the Tughlaq dynasty, was the БаЙаей о 
Tughlaqabad, a city surrounded by sloping walls and heavy 
battlements. This large area, with over seven miles of 
fortifications as well as hundreds of hauses, palaces and 
mosques, was built in two years but was abandoned after 
seven years*by the emperor Muhammad-bin-Tughlaq, who 
suddenly decided to transfer the capital 800 miles away 
to Devgiri in the Deccan. Adilabad, the fort to the south- 
east, appears to have been built at about the same time. 

Across the road from the citadel stands the fortified and 
bastioned tomb of Ghiyas-ud-din Tughlaq—an impressive 
piece of architecture. The imposing, solid and sloping walls 
of this ‘mausoleum, the bold and massive towers of the 
fortifications that surround it, the severe outline and the 
absence of decoration, all hold something of the indomitable 
spirit and sturdy independence of the warrior-king the tomb 
enshrines. 


The other graves in the tomb are said to be of his wife 
and his son, Mohammad the Eccentric. 


Surajkund | 


А little less than 3 miles south of Т 
opening غه‎ а small rocky valley is Surajkund, the largest 
and the finest Hindu monument in Delhi. This great tank 
is flanked by a remarkable semi-circle of masonry, with 
steps leading дтп to the tank which contains the lower 
courses of orc fT tne few temples to Surya in India. A 
stone road runs down to the water through a gap in the 
masonry. This was evidently meant fof the elephants when

War Memorial Arch 

Popularly known as India Gate, this 130 feet high monu- 
ment in Princes’ Park was built in honour of the Indian 
soldiers who died in World War I and in the operations on 
the former North-West Frontier. It is modelled after the 


famous Menin Gate at Ypres (Belgium). 
Around Princes’ Park stand the mansions of the 


Maharajas of the former princely States. About a furlong 
to the east of the Arch is the National Stadium where the 


important sports meets are held. ° 


Shri Lakshmi Narayan Temple b 

Built by Seth Raja Baldev Dass Birld, this temple is 
dedicated to the Hindu god Narayey and the "goddess 
Lakshmi, but it houses images of other Hiiu deities as well.

Rashtrapati Bhavan 
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This palatial building of red and white sandstone was 
designed by'Sir Edward Lutyens in 1931 for the residence 
of the Viceroys of India. It is now the official residence 
of the President of the Republic of India. The building 
stands on an estate 330 acres in area and has 340 rooms. The 
rooms which form the front portion of the building now 
house the National Museum of India. In the centre of the 


forecourt stands the Jaipur Column—a gift from the late 
Maharaja of Jaipur. 


At the back of the building there is a beautiful garden 


laid out in the typical Mughal Style. Carefully arranged 
pools, pathways, watercourses, splashing fountains, terraces 


and flower beds make this garden one of the most attractive 
of its kind in the world.
